Bradstreet’s  for  December  10th  contains 
an  article  on  New  Jersey  industries,  con¬ 
tributed  by  our  fellow  townsman,  Mr.*  G. 
T.  Moore,  the  Newark  manager  of  Brad- 
street’s  Agency.  Concerning  the  indus¬ 
tries  of  this  immediate  vicinity,  Mr.  Moore 
say: 

“Bloomfield,  on  the  westerly  city  line, 

the  home  or  the  sewing-machine  belt, 
one  of  these  factories  cutting  up  about  Jo 
tons  of  leather,  with  an  annua]  produc¬ 
tion  of  about  3,UOO,bOU  feet  of  belting. 
Here  are  also  manufactured  hats,  eassi- 
meres,  saddlery  hardware,  straw*  boards, 
gold,  silver  and  tin  foil  rolling  mills,  or¬ 
gans.  medicated  cotton,  porous  plasters, 
etc.  The  organ  factory  had  foreign  or¬ 
ders  September  1  sufficient  to  keep  it  em¬ 
ployed  for  three  months.  Works  are  now 
being  fitted  up  for  the  manufacture  of  the 
Edison  phonograph  and  for  Iudi<i  ink  ou 
a  large  scales.  At  Montclair,  west  of 
Bloomfield  is  probably  the  largest  colored 
and  fancy  label  establishment  in  the 
world -the  pioneer  in  this  line  «>r  trade, 
in  i his  country.  They  piinted  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September  last  <6,- 
000,000  labels.”
